Natu¬ 
rally  we  should  expect  to  find  it  power¬ 
ful  in  )>«<i  and  art  lata  Charles  Dick- 
ha.-*  himself  told  u*  that  he  actually 
“aaw"  hi*  creations  as  be  wrote,  and  M 
Tain*-  mentions  a  painter  who  only  look¬ 
ed  at  an  object  vrtiiV  he  sketched  ita 
outline  and  was  able  to  fill  in  the  colors 
from  the  image  of  it  in  his  mind.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  ore  people  of  equal 
intelligence  who,  being  unable  to  see 
such  mental  images  themselves,  have 
doubt-  i  their  existence,  and  Mr.  Fran¬ 
cis  Gu!t-.u  has  shown  mat  habits  of  ab¬ 
stract  thought,  such  a*  in.-n  of  science 
and  philosopher*  indulge  Tn,  are  apt  to 
weak*  a  the  capacity  of  funning  mental 
pictur-. 

Mr  Kirkpatrick  of  Wioins,  Minn., 
an  ex;»  n mental  psychologist,  has  made 
a  aero  s  of  observations  on  this  phenom¬ 
enon  with  tbe  help  of  his  classes.  The 
scholars  were  asked  to  write  down  just 
what  cume  into  their  minds  when  cer¬ 
tain  Luniliar  word*,  such  as  *  ‘book. '  ’ 
••tree,”  “church,”  were  called  out,  and 
the  answer*  were  carefully  investigated. 
He  found  that  the  majority  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  formed  distinct  images  of  the  ob¬ 
jects  corresponding  to  the  words,  and 
tbe  rer-t  formed  indistinct  images,  with 
a  few  exceptions,  who  aeexn  to  have  in¬ 
dulged  in  philosophical  abstractions. 
The  word  “book,”  fur  example,  called 
up  visions  of  a  Bible,  a -dictionary,  a 
novel,  in  all  bul  a  lew  scholars,  who 
thought  of  “food  for  the  mind”  a*  “the 
thoughts  of  some  '  person.  ’  ’  The  word 
“tree  ?  was  represented  by  some  kind  of 
•  tree,  m*  >re  especially  the  illustrious  cher¬ 
ry  Htgg  which  (««< >rpc  ffinehingtiin  ent 
down.  The  Word  “church”  usually 
evoked  a  picture  of  some  church- in  tbe 
vicinity,  but  some  of  the  hearers  thought 
of  a  “religious  organization.  ”  It  is  ev¬ 
ident  from  his  results  that  most  people 
are  “vi-ualizers”  in  thinking,  while  a 
few  are  “nonvisualizera.  "  The  tenden¬ 
cy  to  form  distinct  images  was  very 
oonspi-  nous  among  the  female  students, 
and  in  both  sexes  it  reaches  an  abnor¬ 
mal  d-  velopment  about  the  ages  of  14 
and  15,  or  during  the  period  of  adoles¬ 
cence,  which,  it  lias  been  otherwise  ob¬ 
served,  is  also  one  of  exceptional  pod 
bealtli  and  rapid  growth.  The  tendency 
is  further  checked  or  fostered  by  the  oc¬ 
cupations  in  life. — Cassell's  Magazine.
